“And every one that loveth him that 
begat loveth him that is begotten of 
him,” 1 John 5:1. “By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another,” John 13:35. “See 
that ye love one another with a pure heart 
fervently,” 1 Peter 1:22. Yes, and pray 
one for another. Bear ye one another’s 
burdens; comfort one another, as we are, 

. every one members one of another. 

“Let all bitterness, and wrath, and an- 
ger, and clamour, and evil speaking, be 
put away from you, with all malice: And 
be ye kind one to another, tenderhearted, 
forgiving one another, even as God for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven you,” Eph.

A Comparison of the Church and the " 
Human Body 


S. J. WOOD 


Rom. 12:3-8, “For I say, through the 
grace given unto me, to every man that 
is among you, not to think of himself 
more highly than he ought to think; but 
to think soberly, according as God hath 
dealt to every man the measure of faith. 
For as we (in our human body) have 
many members in one body, and all mem- 
bers have not the same office: So we, be- 
ing many, are one body (church) in 
Christ, and every one members one of an- 
other. Having then gifts differing ac- 
cording to the grace that is given to us, 
whether (if it is) prophecy, let us proph- 
esy according to the proportion of faith; 
Or ministry, let us wait on our minister- 
ing: or he that teacheth, on teaching; Or 
he that exhorteth, on exhortation: he 
that giveth, let him do it with simplici- 
ty; he that ruleth with diligence; he that 
sheweth mercy with cheerfulness.” 

In the above analogy only verse 4 re- 
fers to the human body, but in the fol- 
lowing verse Paul applies the comparison, 
“SO WE, BEING MANY, ARE ONE 
BODY IN CHRIST, AND EVERY 
ONE MEMBERS ONE OF AN- 
OTHER.” Without further comment I 
insist that each reader make special note 
of the application or comparison. “So we, 
being many, are one body in Christ,” or 
rather, SO IT IS WITH US. There you 
have it. 


“Having then gifts differing ... .” 


Just as our human body has gifts, or 
rather, limbs, differing—hands, feet, nose, 
eyes, mouth, ears. “Let us wait on our 
ministering.” Passing on to Paul’s letter 
of instruction to the Church of God at 
Corinth we find him almost repeating his 
letter just examined, only in this letter 
he goes even further. 

1 Cor. 12:1, 4, 8-11, “Now concern- 
ing spiritual gifts, brethren, I would not 
have you ignorant. Now there are diver- 
sities (different) of gifts, but the same 
Spirit (Giver) (operates different but the 
same God, Operator; manifests itself dif- 
ferent, but it is all for the best profit). 
For to one is given by the Spirit the word 


of wisdom; to another the word of 
knowledge by the same Spirit; To an- 
other faith by the same Spirit; to an- 


other the gifts of healing by the same 
Spirit; To another the working of mira- 
cles; to another prophecy; to another dis- 
cerning of spirits (between Spirit of God 
and spirit of human flesh, self, carnal) ; 
to another divers kinds of tongues; to an- 
other the interpretation of tongues: but 
all these worketh that one and the self- 
same Spirit (God’s Holy Spirit), dividing 
to every man severally as he will (sees 
fit, to best profit) .” 
COMPARISON

The Suffering of the 144,000 


‘And I looked, and lo, a Lamb stood 
on the mount Sion, and with him an 
hundred forty and four thousand, having 
his Father’s name written in their fore- 
heads. And I heard a voice from heaven as 
the voice of many waters, and as the 
voice of a great thunder: and I heard the 
voice of har pers harping with their harps: 
And they sung as it were a new song be- 
fore the throne, and before the four 
beasts, and the elders: and no man could 
learn that song but the hundred and forty 
and four thousand, which were redeemed 
from the earth. These are they which 
were not defiled with women; for they 
are virgins. These are they which follow 
the Lamb whithersoever he goeth. These 
were redeemed from among men, being 
the firstfruits unto God and to the Lamb. 
And in their mouth was found no guile: 
for they are without fault before the 
throne of God.” 


In Rev. 7:4-8 we have the sealing of 
the remnant of Israel, or the 144,000, and 
in the 14th chapter we have an account 
of their persecution and protection dur- 
ing the last half of the tribulation week. 

John saw the 144,000 who were stand- 
ing with the Lamb (Jesus) on Mount 
Sion. From the evidence it seems that 
they will be protected during the entire 
period. The plagues from the pit will not 
affect them. They will only affect those 
who are not sealed in their foreheads by 
the seal of the Lord. The Lord puts a seal 
or mark on His people just as the Anti- 
‘ christ will put a seal or mark on his 
people, and we believe this sealing of the 
Lord is the Holy Ghost. 

We read in Eph. 1:13, 14. “In whom 
ye also trusted, after that ye heard the 
word of truth, the gospel of your salva- 
tion: in whom also after that ye believed, 
ye were sealed with that holy Spirit of 
promise, which is the earnest of our in- 
heritance until the redemption of the pur- 


chased possession, unto the praise of his 
glory.” 

Eph. 4:30, “And grieve not the holy 
Spirit of God, whereby ye are sealed unto 
the day of redemption.” 

These two references refer to being 
sealed by the Holy Ghost during the 
church stages but they do prove that God 
seals His people. In the symbolism of 
Scripture a seal signifies a finished trans- 
action. So we see that the 144,000 were 
sealed insomuch that God would not al- 
low any plague or Antichrist and his 
forces to destroy them during the tribu- 
lation week. The plagues from the pit 
were to affect only those who did not 
have the seal in their foreheads. 

“And it was commanded them that 
they should not hurt the grass of the 
earth, neither any green thing, neither 
any tree; but only those men which have 
not the seal of God in their foreheads,” 
Rev. 9:4. 

The 144,000 who were sealed were not 
changed or caught up to heaven, but were 
protected during the tribulation week 
and remain on the earth. We find them in 
Mount Sion where Jesus is to have His 
throne. As John saw the 144,000 on the 
mount with Jesus, he heard a great voice 
like many waters, and as the voice of 
thunders. This voice is to peal forth as a 
great thunder. It will be a voice of sing- 
ing, accompanied by powerful music and 
instruments. This music is to be played 
and sung before the throne. Those who 
come out of great tribulation will have a 
hard time, suffering many things at the 
hand of Antichrist, but as they stand 
before the throne, God will wipe away 
all tears from their eyes. They will hun- 
ger no more, neither thirst any more. It 
will not be any wonder that this multi- 
tude will break forth in a grand chorus 
that will shake the heaven and earth like 
a great peal of thunder. 

The raptured saints that stand around 
the throne and fall down and worship the 
Father in Revelation 4 and 5 will know 
nothing of the tribulations of the last 
three and a half years of the tribulation 
week. While persecution may be great, 
even before the rapture, and in the dark

ages 53,000,000 people were martyred for 
their religion, yet in the tribulation week 
there will be the greatest suffering from 
the hand of Antichrist that Christians 
of any time have experienced, and as they 
stand around the throne and testify of 
their persecution and their deliverance, it 
will be so great until the raptured saints 
will listen in silence. Then the tribulation 
saints around the throne will join in a 
great chorus and John said that none 
could learn the song but the 144,000 who 
stand on Mount Sion and hear the music 
as it peals forth in tones as loud as thun- 
der from the clouds above. They join in 
this wonderful song of redemption. 
Doubtless they will suffer thirst and hun- 
ger along with the other tribulation 
saints, yet their lives will be preserved. 
They will not suffer martyrdom like the 
others who will be slain and join in the 
great chorus. 

The 144,000 are pure. They are re- 
ferred to as virgins, while doubtless they 
will be made up of both men and women. 
They are called virgins in respect to their 
purity. We believe that the two prophets 
that preach to them, and also the rem- 
nant of the seed of the woman which the 
five foolish virgins represent will all be 
filled with the Holy Ghost, also the 144,- . 
000 Jews. They will not be defiled with 
women. In the Bible woman represents 
church. See chapter 12. The 144,000 will 
not. be contaminated with the lukewarm 
church of the tribulation period. They 
will be too pure and too holy to mix with 
them. In fact, these lukewarm churches 
that deny the whole truth of holi- 
ness doctrine will not receive them 
into their ranks, and in that sense 
they will not be defiled with women 
(churches). John says they are the 
firstfruits of God unto the Lamb. 
They are of the twelve tribes of Israel, 
therefore could not represent Gentiles, so, 
doubtless, they are the firstfruits of the 
great nation of Israel, no more two na- 
tions but one with David. The occasion 
will be as it was with the three Hebrew 
children who would not bow down to 
the image. Consequently the Hebrew 
children were cast into the fiery furnace, 
but the Son of man (the Lord) appeared 
in the furnace with them. So with the 
144,000 Hebrews who refuse to worship 
the image of Antichrist, he will make it 
hot for them in every way conceivable, 
but the Lord will accompany them that 
they be not consumed. The Son of man 
(Jesus) will be seen walking with the 
144,000 on Mount Sion soon after the 
persecutions arise.

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What the Church Must Have 


It has been aptly said that “A church is 
worth no more than the amount of 
spiritual vitality which it contains.” It 
may have waalth, intellect, social stand- 
ing and an imposing program, but if it 
does not have life, power, and saintliness, 
it is a corpse and the sooner it is buried out 
of sight the better. Not until Christian 
churches are churches of Christians will 
we make that impression upon our age 
which the first century Christians made 
on theirs. Gehazi may carry the prophet’s 
staff, but unless he possesses the prophet’s 
spirit he will fail to raise the dead child to 
life. Today we have the prophet’s staff 
and flourish it triumphantly before the 
eyes of men. What we want, what we 
must have, is the spirit and power of 
Elisha. Just as a harp is useless whose 
strings are broken, so is a church: with- 
out holiness. 

A living Christianity is the only Chris- 
tianity that is Christianity. 


THE POWER OF THE SPIRIT 
ESSENTIAL 


Without that power the Church is as 
useless as a windmill without wind or a 
sundial without sunlight. Is not this the 
great and fatal lack of the modern 
Church? And yet all may have that pow- 
er if they will. 

It was the moving force in the early 
Church and in the lives and ministry of 
In the days of the early 
fathers, while persecutions raged and 
martyrs were multiplied, the real faith 
that brought down the supernatural pow- 
er from heaven lived and the Church was 
a living force among men. 

Later, in the days of the great refor- 
mation, men were again visited from 
above and the power of God came upon 
them and they went forth to move and 
stir the world as only a work of the 
Spirit of God can do. 

George Whitfield possessed great pow- 
er and spoke with such mighty force that 
those who came with stones in their hearts 
as well as in their pockets, “went out,” 
like Peter, and “wept bitterly.” 

In a great degree George Mueller pos- 
sessed this power and became the Enoch 
of his age. Charles G. Finney was so filled 
with the Spirit that revival fires were 
kindled everywhere he went. Backslidden, 
worldly-minded preachers and church 
members were brought to life wherever 
he preached, and his published sermons 
and revival lectures were the cause of re- 
vivals where his personal presence never 
reached. D. L. Moody was also powerful- 


ly endowed for winning souls. As he 
threw open the gates of gospel invitations 
thousands were ushered into the kingdom 
of God. Why should we so lifeless and 
barren be, when such mighty possibilities 
lie so near our grasp? Possessing this pow- 
er the stammerer becomes an Apollos, and 
the beardless stripling with his sling and 
pebbles, an antagonist of whom a Goliath 
may beware. Oh, come thou sacred Spirit, 
and kindle even upon our cold altars the 
glowing flame! 


The Heathen Waiting 


A story is told of a missionary visiting 
a village that had never had a mission 
worker before. He found that the people 
had discarded their idols and built a 
church for weekly worship. Their story 
was that a young business man passing 
that way some years previous had told 
them that they should not worship idols; 
that there was a true God in _ heaven 
whom they should worship. He also told 
them to build a house in which to meet 
once in seven days. They had followed 
his instructions. The missionary asked if 
they had a Bible and he read it to 
them. They said they had no Bible and 
“no eyes,” meaning there was none 
among them who could read. “Do you 
pray?” he asked. No, they didn’t pray. 
“Do you sing?” No, the young man had 
told them their songs were bad and they 
must not sing them any more. “What do 
you do when you meet in the church?” 
And the sad reply came, “We just ‘sit and 
wait.” Then they gladly added, “We 
knew the true God in heaven would send 
someone to show us what to do, and He 
has!” The missionary was accepted as 
God’s special messenger to them. 

It requires much courage to be alone 
with God. It is then that all which is of 
self, all subtle egotism is searched and 
hunted out of the soul.

Letter From Sister Stark 


Andulo, Bie, Angola, P. W. Africa 
May 3, 1939 
My dear friends so far away: 

Greetings in Jesus! “And he said unto 
me, My grace is sufficient for thee; for 
my strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness.” 2 Cor. 12:9. 


Just a year ago, my dear companion 
and I were on a steamer, rolled and tossed 
by the waves of the deep blue sea, on our 
way to Africa, where God called us to 
work for Him. As we neared Africa’s 
shores we did not know what lay before 
us, only Jesus had promised, “I will never 
leave thee nor forsake thee,” so that we 
may boldly say, “The Lord is my helper 
and I will not fear” (Heb. 13:5, 6). 
Then we could go in His strength, know- 
ing when He leads the way, all is well. 
Step by step He led, opening doors which 
indeed seemed closed and impassable. He 
made ways when there were no ways. I 
am glad it was so now for I can look 
back and say it was Jesus who brought us 
here. Yes, it was only for HIM that we 
could leave home, friends, and loved 
ones. It was only HIS love and grace that 
led us on. Am I sorry? “No”; nor my 
faithful companion. We can still look up 
and claim HIS grace for this testing hour 
and say, “I’m glad for Jesus’ sake” that 
we came. We remember the words of our 
Master, “Whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it: and whosoever will lose his 
life for my sake shall find it.” 

Just about two months ago, Mr. Stark 
said to me, “It will soon be ten months 
since we arrived in Angola and it has been 
the happiest time of my life. I have felt 
so in the will of God.” Bible reading and 
a time of prayer with the natives—plant- 
ing some truth in their hearts — was his 
greatest delight. This he continued morn- 
ing and evening, and often at noon. 
Often when most too weary to go, he 
would say without a thought of self, “I 
must be faithful in what He gives me to 
do for Him,” and off he would go again 
to point some one to Jesus. Such was the 
case on Wednesday night,.March 8. As 
he was ready to go he remarked that he 
was very weary but happy for the privi- 
lege to read the Word to even a few. He 
returned to the house later than usual 
but with joy, telling of the eagerness 
with which the men listened to the words 
of life and how they tried to learn an- 
other hymn. He always spent some time 
with Bembua, helping him to read for he 
was so anxious to learn more of the Bible. 
The men always waited anxiously for the 


hour when he would come and read to 
them. By this time Edmond could speak 
more freely in their language and they 
were so happy about it too. The Word has 
been planted in their hearts; pray that it 
will bring forth fruit. Please take Bembua 
on your hearts and remember him earn- 
estly before the Lord in prayer, that he 
will be faithful, for now he will miss the 
Bible reading and the help he so cherished 
from Mr. Stark. God is able to make him 
stand. I left him at Chitau to look after 
things there. 


Edmond suffered with a headache when 
we retired the night of the 8th, but after 
prayer he felt much better and rested 
quite well that night. The next evening 
he said to me, “Dear, if the Lord wants 
to take me home, we must not be rebel- 
lious; we must still be yielded to His 
will.” This seemed so unlike him and as 
yet he was not so very ill. He had been 
so well all the time. He was not discour- 
aged nor complaining, instead it seemed 
the Lord had been speaking with him. He 
continued, “It will not be easy to leave 
you here in this cold world alone—but 
whether in life or in death I want to be 
faithful unto Jesus. I will just commit 
you unto Him.” This was just one more 
eternal “yes” to Jesus. His consecration 
to the Lord was once and for all. From 
the time he first said “yes” to the Lord 
for Africa, he counted the cost and put 
all on the altar for God. When he said 
“good-bye” to mother, father, sisters and 
friends, he said, ‘“‘Africa will be home to 
me until we go to that heavenly home.” 
He loved his parents and sisters dearly. It 
was not easy to leave them behind, only 
JESUS came first in his life. Now there 
had come another step in his consecration 
to the Lord. That was to be willing to 
leave me. It is true we have no power 
over our lives but the Lord loves an ex- 
pression of our love for HIM. It was only 
that deeper love for Jesus that helped 
him to say “yes” once more from the 
depth of his heart. Nothing clings now 
but Jesus. Nor was it easy for me to say 
“yes”, but Jesus gives grace in every test. 

Though we earnestly prayed and sought 
God for victory, dear Edmond continued 
with fever and growing weaker. Night 
and day I watched and prayed with him 
and read the precious Word, which indeed 
was a great comfort and strength to our 
hearts. One night his fever went so high 
he could no longer pray with me. Never- 
theless, he tried to and in a whisper would 
say, “We will trust HIM. He is the Bread 
of Life.” At last he was too weak to speak 
to me, but I’m sure his heart was trust- 
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ing Jesus. I often felt keenly the extreme 
loneliness of these long hours and nights 
of watching over him, especially when he 
lay for hours in such silence. I sat alone 
night after night by his side, gladly doing 
all I could for him and continually pray- 
ing that the Lord would undertake and 
still bring victory. One of these lonely 
nights while praying, the Lord reminded 
me of the Garden of Gethsemane—how 
HE was ALONE. Yes, His disciples went 
with Him part of the way, but they were 
weary and soon asleep. It seemed I could 
hear Jesus say, “Child, it was this same 
loneliness that you feel so keenly tonight, 
I felt one night in the Garden for thee. 
My Father was soon to turn His face 
from me because of your sins and the 
sins of the whole world. As I was 
strengthened so shall you be strengthened. 
My grace is sufficient for thee. Thou art 
weak but I am strong. Underneath are 
the everlasting arms.” Yes, HIS GRACE 
is sufficient. Though dark the night we 
know morning will bring a glad surprise 
—and we shall be forever with the Lord, 
if faithful. It was “good night” here but 
it will be “good morning” up there. 


Mr. and Mrs. Bodaly (whom we have 
mentioned in a previous letter) had gone 
home on a furlough. Edith, the Portu- 
guese young lady, had gone away to - 
school. Miss Richie, a single lady mission- 
ary, of the same mission as the Bodalys, 
was the only other white person on the 
station during this time. As she had her 
duties, on their part of the station, I could 
not feel free in disturbing her at night 
and she was also very busy during the 
day. She was of the other mission and the 
message of divine healing was strange to 
her. Though an earnest Christian, she 
could not understand. There was no one 
we could turn to for prayer and the near- 
est doctor was more than 100 miles away. 
We felt assured in our hearts that Jesus 
knew all this and was looking on. 

Another missionary, Miss Courtney, on 
another station but of the same faith as 
Miss Richie, heard of Mr. Stark’s illness 
and kindly sent word to me that she 
would be glad to come if there was any- 
thing she could do. Shortly after receiv- 
ing this word, Mr. Stark became too ill to 
take nourishment. He had been so brave 
and did his best to take all he could to 
give strength, but now he could not re- 
tain it. By this time I was much worn 
out so sent word that I would be glad for 
her to come. Since there is no telephone 
or telegraph for such service, I must 
send a letter by a messenger on foot, 
two days’ journey away. The natives 
loved Mr. Stark and gladly did what they 
could. The one who carried the message 
must have run all the way, even through 
the night. He arrived there about noon, 
Tuesday, March 21. When Miss Courtney 
read the letter, she and Mrs. Sanders (of

A Comparison of the Church and 
the Human Body 
(Continued trom page 3) 
all the members of that one body, being 
many, are one body (human): SO ALSO 
IS CHRIST. (So also is with reference to 
the comparison of the two bodies.) For 
(the reason or logic is) by one Spirit are 
we all baptized into one body, whether 
(regardless of who we are, how rich or 
poor, confined or free) we be Jews or 
Gentiles, whether we be bond or free; and 
have been all made to drink into (or of) 
one Spirit (same Spirit). For (the reason 
or logic is) the (human) body is not 
one member, but many. (For) if the 
foot say, Because I am not the hand, I 
am not OF the body; is it therefore not 
of the body?” In other words would that 
make it so just because it said it was? 
If the ear should take that attitude 
would it necessarily be so? It stands to 
reason that all of the entire human body 
can’t be ears, noses, hands or feet. If it 
were all feet, where would the hands be? 
“If the whole body were an eye, where 
were the hearing? If the whole were hear- 
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ing, where were the smelling?” Not so. 
Who is the arranger? “But now hath God 
set the members every one of them in the 
(human) body, as it hath pleased him. 
(See Gen. 1:31.) And if they were all 
one member (whether hand, foot, eye, 
ear or nose), where were the body? But 
now are they many members, yet but one 
body. And the eye cannot say unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee: nor again 
the head to the feet, I have no need of 
you. Nay, much more those members of 
the body, which seem to be more feeble, 
are necessary.” Yea, the feeble feet are 
necessary as well as the noble head in the 
make-up of a complete, fully developed 
(human) body. And what’s more we 
sympathize with and honor the little toe 
with the ingrowing nail with our selves 
or prayers, as the case may be, as much so 
as we do our eyes and ears. “For our 
comely (less honorable and admired) 
parts (or limbs) have no need (are not 
slighted the least): but God hath temp- 
ered (organized) the body together, hav- 
ing given more abundant honour to that 
part which lacked: That there should be 
NO SCHISM in the body; but that the 
members should have the same (equal) 
care one for another.” 
TEMPERED, NO SCHISM 
Tempered with perfect organization 
which includes nerve centers, blood 
veins and brain cells as well as eyes, feet, 
hands, and ears, therefore in’ a perfect 
functioning body there can be no schism. 
For when one member suffers all others 
share it and sympathize. When one is in 
perfect health all the rest. are thereby 
helped and share the honor. “Now ye 
(Who? Those to whom I have written 
this.) are the BODY of Christ, and mem- 
bers in pafticular. And God hath set 
some in the church.” Before we go 
further let’s see if we can find another 
kindred phrase that could be more or less 
responsible for this one. Yes, at verse 18, 
with reference to the human body, Paul 
says, “But now hath God set the mem- 
bers every one of them in the body, as it 
hath pleased him.” So here in the applica- 
tion of the comparison he says, “And God 
hath set some in the church, first apostles, 
secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers. 
AFTER THAT 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues. Are 
all apostles, are all prophets? are all teach- 
ers? are all workers of miracles? Have all 
the gifts of healing? do all speak with 
tongues? do all interpret?” This is all 
simultaneous with verses 15-21 with ref- 
erence to the human body. 
COMPARISON 
Human body. V. 15. Are all feet? 
Spiritual body. V. 29. Are all apostles? 
Human body. V. 16. Are all ears? 
Spiritual body. V. 29. Are all prophets? 
Human body. V. 17. Are all eyes? 
Spiritual body. V. 29. Are all teachers? 
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Human body. V. 17. Are all ears? 

Spiritual body V. 30. Are all healers? 

Human body. V. 17. Are all nose? 

Spiritual body. V. 28. And God hath 
set some in the Church. 

Human body. V. 18. But now hath 
God set the members every one of them 
in the body, as it hath pleased Him. 

The concluding thought is, THE HU- 
MAN BODY has its gifts and _ limbs 
which are very necessary to a normal, 
functioning body. In fact the design of 
God in a human body is not complete 
where any of those are missing and is 
often referred to as 

DEFORMED 

Also the design of God is not complete 
in a church body where these gifts and 
graces are void or even largely lacking; 
namely, apostolic, prophetic, teaching, di- 
vine healing, tongues, interpretations, 
ALSO HELPS, GOVERNMENTS in 
God’s divine arrangement. He supplies 
and urges this gift to be in the Church. 
He set it in there and will not approve 
of any group of His Body or Church ig- 
noring or lightly esteeming it. 

GOVERNMENT is as essential to the 
proper functioning of the church body 
as it is to the human body. “But covet 
earnestly the best gifts: and YET I will 
shew you”—something. This will be the 
theme of our next article.

He was conscious 
and realized I was tired. He begged me 
to rest. I lay down for only a few min- 
utes but I could not rest. His breathing 
was still rather hard and his mouth so 
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dry, I felt I must do something. I got 
up and he asked me to help him turn over 
so he could rinse his mouth. Though he 
tried, he could not lift his head. He 
rinsed his mouth with a bit of warm 
water, and said, ‘““That is better.” By now 
he was breathing quite easily. And—then 
“he was not for God took him.” There 
were no signs of death and no struggle, 
but he was gone. 

The Lord sweetly whispered, ‘When 
thou passeth through the waters, I will 
be with thee; and through the rivers, 
they shall not overflow thee” (Isa. 43:2). 
It was about 2:30 a. m., March 22. It 
seemed the Lord had surely sent these 
friends along to help at this time of 
need, else I know not what I could have 
done. He has promised that He would 
not allow more to come than we could 
bear. I stepped to the door and called 
Miss Courtney and she sent for the doc- 
tor to come over. No one was more sur- 
prised than he. We know Jesus doeth all 
things well, and some day will explain. 

The doctor was very kind, and took the 
place of an undertaker and helped in ev- 
ery way he could. The. next morning he 
went to the post where he saw the Por- 
tuguese authorities and obtained a burial 
permit and saw to some other business 
for me in connection with this. Some 
natives on the station, who had been 
taught carpentry by Brother Bodaly, were 
busy planing boards. Later in the morn- 
ing the doctor returned and assisted them. 
I shall never forget the weird buzz of 
the saw and the tap tap of the hammer as 
they echoed through the stillness of the 
day. Soon a plain but neat’ casket was 
lined by Mrs. Sanders’ kind help, with 
some soft, white rayon which I happened 
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to have. Then the temple of my dear 
faithful companion was tenderly 
laid therein. He was dressed in_ his 
wedding suit, which only a year 
and a half before he wore standing 
by my side. The same he wore as he stood 
before many congregations at home wit- 
nessing for Jesus and the need in Africa, 
before sailing. He.looked as though only 
asleep and would soon open his eyes, to 
greet me with his usual, cheerful smile 
of victory. Yes, someday he shall! 

As the doctor and other friends had 
come away on such short notice, it was 
necessary that he and Mrs. Sanders return 
this same evening. So late in the afternoon 
we went to the church where a large 
crowd of natives had gathered. The cas- 
ket was not decked with flowers as we 
see it sitting in front on a bench, but he 
bore this testimony in the hearts of the 
natives, ““He had pleased God and loved 
HIM dearly.” There were no trained sing- 
ers and ministers to take charge of the 
service, but it was all in the native lan- 
guage and conducted by them, only the 
closing prayer was by the doctor in Eng- 
lish. They sang, “Stayed upon Jehovah, 
hearts are fully blessed,” scripture read- 
ing, 1 Thess. 4:13-18, and a short talk 
by one of the native Christians from the 
Word. Then the native worker of Chitau 
spoke very kindly of Mr. Stark, saying, 
“Our teacher and friend is gone from us 
but we shall not forget him. As we think 
of him there is nothing bad to remember, 
but only as one who loved God and His 
Word. He was never too busy to read 
the Bible to someone who wanted to hear. 
He never found anything too great or 
too small to pray about. He loved Jesus 
greatly and now he has gone to. be ‘for- 
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ever with the Lord,’” and then they all 
sang the hymn of the same title. My 
knowledge of the native language was 
very small so I have given you what was 
told me by one of the missionaries. Their 
hearts were touched as they listened to 
what the natives had to say, who had 
learned to know Mr. Stark. 

After this little service, the casket was 
then placed on long poles which was car- 
ried by some of the Christians, and Bem- 
bua was one of them. Mrs. Sanders very 
kindly walked by my side as we, with the 
others, followed along behind those who 
carried this precious temple of my dear 
companion; crowds of natives followed 
behind. After walking about fifteen min- 
utes we came to the place where this tem- 
ple will rest, awaiting that great day. It 
was “sown in weakness” but will be 
“raised in POWER.” Oh, how glorious 
that day! This was the burial place of the 
Christians of the mission. As we stood by 
the side of this open grave, my heart was 
not only lonely, but I thought of his 
family at home. Then the Christians sang, 
“Face to face shall I behold him far be- 
yond the starry sky.” I just looked up, 
the sky was cloudy, for it had been a 
rainy day. As I saw those clouds, it filled 
my heart with peace for soon Jesus will 
come and will not tarry, “‘and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first, then we which are 
alive and remain.” Oh, glorious hope, may 
we be faithful! It is so comforting to re- 
member it isn’t Edmond who is lying 
there beneath the sod, but it is only the 
house he lived in. He is in that land 
where cometh no sorrow. It is Africa’s 
loss but heaven’s gain. 

It was Edmond’s constant prayer and 
only thought during his illness that some- 
one would come to fill the great need out 
here. Not once did he make a request as 
to where he should be laid away or how. 
Nor did he say what songs should be sung 
and the scripture that he would like read. 
Never did he mention any such things 
of the kind. These things were earthly, 
and his heart and affections were now on 


things heavenly. His only thoughts 
of here below were the lost souls 
who had not yet heard this blessed 


message of life eternal and a prayer 


that someone come to fill this need, 
and that a truck be provided to help 
speed the gospel message in this land. 


You may say, ““How sad, no gorgeous ar- 
ray of flowers to cover his grave and no 
monument to mark the place where his 
body rests; no beautiful plush casket for 
a bed. Oh, what a sacrifice this was!” 
BUT, dear hearts, I feel sure had he been 
asked and could have had a choice, (There 
is no choice out here of this kind. His 
choice was Jesus.) he would have said, 
This cannot save a soul. These things will 
perish. Jesus will know the place where 
this temple rests and that is all that is 
needful, but souls are dying without the 
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message. Will not someone go and tell 
them? If you wanted to do something to 
please him or for him and the Lord, it 
would be to help send out more work- 
ers and a truck to help them speed this 
message to others who have not yet 
heard. At first my heart too was a bit sad 
as I was thinking how we must lay him 
away out here and it impossible to take 
him home, but when I remembered how 
he would often talk and during his illness 
this need was uppermost in his heart, I 
know this would have been his answer as 
I have mentioned it above, had he been 
asked, and it would be Jesus’ answer too, 
I feel. | hope you understand my thought. 

Much more I expect you would like to 
know, but time and space will not per- 
mit here. Mail will still reach me at this 
same address. I may write an article later, 
in which I will mention more about Bem- 
bua and the work out here. Please re- 
member to pray that the Lord will pro- 
vide workers of His own choice to fiil 
this great need. 1 miss Edmond greatly, 
for we worked together, we prayed to- 
gether, and in everything we were so 
happy together. It seems half my life is 
gone, but then I’m sure the Lord saw 
best. 

I wish to thank all of the dear friends 
who have so faithfully prayed for me 
and trust you will not forget to continue 
praying for the great need out here. May 
God bless each one for all your kind 
thoughts, prayers and letters—Yours in 
His glad service, Mrs. Pearl M. Stark.
